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CRICKET The First Eleven, captained by John Ross, has so far followed

GILERT & SULLIVAN On April 3 0th and May 1st performances of "Iolanthe" 

marked the fifth G & S production by B.C.S., and the 
second production of this particular operetta, the last-time being in 
1940. One's memory tends to idealize that first production, so comparison 
of the two is likely to be untrustworthy, but in general one might 
hazard the opinion that 1940 's principals, by and large, were a little 
more talented than those of 1948, while 1948 's choruses and general 
presentation were much more effective than those of 1940. As usual Mr. 
Page's baton beat the large choruses and about a dozen principals into 
shape, and as usual the standard he succeeded in attaining with all 
types of voices was next to miraculous. The precision of the chorus work 
alone gave evidence of the length of time and number of rehearsals that 
preceded the performances. Mr. Grier as usual directed the acting side 
of the production, and eased his cast of nearly 60 about the stage with 
strong dramatic effect. In the G & S tradition the comedy was fairly 
restrained, but that did not prevent numerous encores for the "Faint 
Heart" Trio, and in what is becoming the B.C.S. tradition the illusion 
was maintained in a professional manner - the audience saw the show, but 
none of the organization that made it run. A fuller account of the show 
and cast will be found in the School Magazine. 

CAMERA CLUB On the "Iolanthe" week end the Camera Club, which functions 

under the supervision of Mr. Moffat, put on an exhibition 
of work done by its members during the past year. Every member of the 
club produced at least one show-worthy enlargement, having done every 
step of the process himself, from taking the picture to preparing the 
enlargement for the show, and the quality of the exhibits was very high.
